BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  208,  and 
of  these,  191  were  legitimate,  and  17  illegitimate.  This  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  Birth-rate  of  18'7,  as  compared  with  19*7  for  the  previous 
year.  This  is  the  lowest  Birth-rate  that  I  have  had  to  record 
during  the  last  10  years. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  169  Deaths  in  the  whole  district,  which  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  gross  Death-rate  of  15*2.  Of  this  number,  however,  44 
occurred  amongst  the  inmates  of  the  Norwich  City  Asylum  at 
Hellesdon,  and  must  therefore  be  deducted  in  arriving  at  the  nett 
Death-rate,  which  is  11*2,  as  compared  with  12*1  in  the  year  1908, 
and  the  lowest  recorded  since  the  year  1901. 

Still  more  satisfactory  is  it  to  record  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  under  review  the  Infant  Mortality  has  dropped  by  more  than 

a  half _ being  43*2  as  compared  with  105  in  the  previous  year,  and 

11 9*5,  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  Of  the  9  infants  that 
died  under  1  vear.  only  one  is  reported  as  having  died  of  that  fatal 
disease  amongst  babies — infantile  diarrhoea;  and  the  reason  for 
this  must  be  looked  for  in  the  absence  of  any  really  warm  weather 
during  the  three  Summer  months.  At  the  same  time,  I  am  disposed 
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to  think  that  the  gradual,  but  steady,  decline  in  the  death-rate 
amongst  infants  during  the  past  few  years  must,  in  part,  be  ascribed 
to  the  more  intelligent  and  rational  methods  that  mothers  are  now 
being  induced  to  adopt  in  the  rearing  of  their  children  during  the 
first  year  of  life.  This  result  is  being  achieved,  I  think,  owing  to 
the  dissemination  of  information  by  District  Nurses.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  45  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified 
to  me  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  as 
compared  with  47  in  the  year  1909.  Of  18  cases  of  Diphtheria  only 
1  died,  and  that  a  child  who  was  also  suffering  from  Consumption  ; 
from  a  similar  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  there  were  no  deaths. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  the 
incidence  of  these  diseases  was  pretty  evenly  distributed  ;  there  was 
no  epidemic  in  any  one  parish. 
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In  connection  with  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  I  have  had  15  throat 
swabs  bacteriologically  examined.  It  still  remains  to  be  proved,  I 
think,  to  what  extent  children  who  are  found  to  have  the  Diphtheria 
bacillus  in  their  throats  some  months  after  having  had  symptoms  of 
the  disease,  are  capable  of  conveying  the  disease  to  others  ;  and  at 
the  present  time  the  treatment  that  can  be  applied  to  these  “  diph¬ 
theria  carriers  ”  is  by  no  means  always  satisfactory. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases.  Measles  was  very 

« 

prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the  district  in  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
and  in  several  parishes  the  epidemic  became  so  wide-spread  that, 
acting  on  my  advice,  the  Council  closed  several  of  the  schools  on 
this  account.

The  following  facts  in  connection  with  some  of  the  infectious 

cases  may  be  recorded  : — 

Diphtheria — 

At  Rackheath,  a  woman  in  good  health  went  up  to  Norwich 
for  the  day,  and  when  she  got  home  again  complained  of  a  sore 
throat,  which  was  found  to  be  Diphtheritic.  Two  days  later 
her  husband  had  contracted  Diphtheria  from  her.  These  two 
cases  would  seem  to  indicate  that,  under  certain  conditions,  the 
incubation  period  of  the  disease  may  not  be  longer  than  a  few 
hours  duration. 
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At  Sprowston,  a  child  aged  4,  contracted  Scarlet  Fever  in 
May,  from  which  she  ^apparently  recovered.  In  the  following 
August  she  had  a  bad  attack  of  Diphtheria  for  which  no  apparent 
source  of  infection  could  be  discovered.  This  was  probably  an 
example  of  a  double  infection  in  the  first  instance. 

At  Sprowston,  the  water  supply  from  a  well  was  found  to 
be  very  unsatisfactory.  The  well  was  condemned,  and  the  house 
has  now  been  connected  up  with  the  Norwich  Water  Works 
Company. 

At  Drayton,  a  child,  already  infected  with  the  disease, 
came  out  to  the  village  from  Norwich.  She  was  immediately 
sent  back  again  to  Norwich,  and  was  taken  into  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Typhoid — 

At  Wroxham,  a  case  occurred  at  the  Castle  Inn  where  the  drains 
were  under  repair  at  the  time.  This  work  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted.  An  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  well  (pump)  shows 
that  this  is  good  drinking  water. 

VACCINATION. 

As  showing  how  ineffectual  is  the  existing  law  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  only  safe  and  effectual  measure  for  protecting  the 
community  against  that  loathsome  and  highly  infectious  disease. 
Small-pox,  I  give  the  following  returns,  furnished  to  me  by  the

NOTES  ON  THE  YEAR. 

The  winter  was  cold  and  protracted,  though  it  could  hardly  be 
called  a  severe  winter  of  the  first  rank.  Commencing  with  April, 
a  bright,  sunshiny  spring  ensued,  cold  at  times,  with  sharp  morning 
frosts,  but  very  warm  at  the  end  of  May.  With  the  advent  of  June 
a  cloudy,  cold,  ungenial  period  set  in,  dry  at  first,  but  afterwards 
becoming  very  wet,  and  this  type  of  weather,  broken  only  by  a  fine 
fortnight  in  the  first  half  of  August,  lasted  till  well  into  September. 
Between  June  22nd  and  August  3rd,  and  again  between  August 
l6th  and  September  19th,  there  were  never  more  than  two  days 
together  without  rain.  The  summer  was  indeed  an  ungenial  one, 
even  worse  than  1907,  which  it  resembled  in  many  particulars,  but 
it  was  less  wet  and  cold  than  in  1879.  The  last  three  months  of 
the  year  were  very  variable,  warm  in  the  first  half  of  October,  but 
with  much  rain  at  times,  particularly  in  October  and  December. 
Between  September  24th  and  December  12th  there  was  a  further 
period  during  which  there  never  were  more  than  two  days  together 
without  rain.  The  falls  of  rain,  both  in  the  summer  and  the 
autumn,  were  more  remarkable  for  frequency  than  for  the  largeness 
of  the  amounts  registered.  While  the  total  rainfall  for  the  year 
(27  82  ins.)  was  2  ins.  above  the  average,  the  annexed  comparative 
table  shows  that  this  amount  was  exceeded  both  in  1906  and  1903. 
The  number  of  days  with  rain  during  the  year,  however  (233),  not 
only  is  the  largest  in  the  table,  j^ut  on  our  records  back  to  1883. 
Harvest  commenced  in  the  middle  of  August,  although  at  the  close 
of  July  the  corn  was  so  backward  that  it  seemed  as  if  cutting  could 
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not  commence  before  September.  The  warmth  in  the  earlier  part 
of  August,  however,  accelerated  the  ripening.  The  subsequent 
fickle  weather  made  the  later  harvest  very  protracted,  and  in  some 
cases  farmers  had  not  cleared  their  fields  by  the  advent  of  November.

Water  Supply. 

As  most  of  the  villages  in  the  district  depend  upon  surface 
wells  for  their  water  supply,  the  amount  of  the  yearly  rainfall  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  this  connection.  During  the  year  1909 
this  was  above  the  average  by  nearly  half  an  inch,  and  was  in 
excess  of  the  rainfall  for  1908  bv  3*87  inches.  As  a  result  there 
was  no  shortage  of  drinking  water  anywhere  in  the  district  in  1909, 
nor  was  it  necessary  to  deepen  any  of  the  wells,  as  has  sometimes 
been  the  case — notably  in  the  year  1905. 

The  water  supply  of  the  hamlet  of  Lenwade  is  still  engaging 
my  careful  consideration.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
employed  a  firm  of  consulting  engineers  (Messrs.  Tullock  &  Weaver) 
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to  go  thoroughly  into  this  question  for  them,  and  to  report  to  them 
on  the  matter.  Messrs.  Tullock  &  Weaver  submitted  an  exhaustive 
report,  in  which  was  contained  an  excellent  scheme  for  providing 
an  unadulterated  water  supply  for  the  village.  However,  the 
initial  cost,  combined  with  the  expense  of  working  the  same,  made 
it  quite  impracticable  for  the  Council  to  adopt  it.  By  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  a  thorough  and  systematic  method  of  scavengering  in  the 
village,  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  existing  water  supply — 
from  wells — can  be  freed  in  great  measure  from  the  sewerage 
matter  that  the  water  is  now  known  to  contain,  and  it  is  on  these 
lines  that  the  Council  are  now  working.  It  remains  to  be  proved  to 
what  extent  the  wells  will  be  affected  by  the  adoption  of  these  new 
measures.  Certain  it  is,  that  if  each  individual  householder  does 
not  co-operate  with  the  Council  in  preventing  the  pollution  of  the 
surface  soil,  the  end  in  view  will  not  be  attained. 

The  water  supply  of  the  village  of  St.  Faiths,  at  the  lower  end, 
near  the  Pit,  is  somewhat  comparable  to  that  at  Lenwade,  that  is  to 
say,  tha,t  as  one  descends  the  hill  the  wells  become  more  and  more 
shallow,  until,  finally,  one  finds  that  the  level  of  the  water  is  within 
a  few  feet  only  of  the  surface.  Seven  cottages  at  this  end  of  the 
village  have  hitherto  been  getting  their  water  from  a  shallow  well  on 
the  premises  of  the  “  Swan  Inn.”  An  analysis  of  this  water  showed 
that  it  was  polluted  with  sewerage  and  quite  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes.  This  was  notified  to  the  owners  (Messrs.  Steward  & 
Patteson)  who  had  the  well  cleaned  out,  after  which  a  second 
analysis  showed  no  improvement  on  the  first.  The  owners  then 
drove  a  tube.  At  40  feet  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  was  found  in 
very  soft  chalk,  but  this  was  not  good  drinking  water.  Further 
driving  found  them  in  hard  white  chalk  at  a  depth  of  79  feet,  from 
which  an  abundance  of  good  water  was  obtained. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  7  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  and  on  the  whole 
these  are  well  kept.  There  is  one,  however,  situated  on  some  allot¬ 
ments  in  the  parish  of  Sprowston,  which  has  become  a  nuisance  to 
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a  house  recently  built  near  by,  and  this  I  hope  to  see  removed  very 
shortly.  The  inspection  of  all  foods — including  meat — is  not 
carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Inspector,  but  by  an  officer  appointed 
by  the  Norfolk  County  Council.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

I  have  inspected  many  of  these  during  the  year,  and,  generally 
speaking,  can  report  that  these  are  kept  in  a  much  more  cleanly 
condition  than  was  the  case  a  few  years  ago.  There  is  considerable 
difficulty  in  obtaining  milk  and  butter  with  some  of  the  inhabitants 
in  the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  district,  for  which  reason  in  con¬ 
nection  with  some  dairies  one  can  only  insist  upon  such  conditions 
as  are  best  under  the  circumstances :  otherwise,  one  would  entirely 
cut  off  the  milk  supply  from  an  area  of  several  square  miles.
